WASHINGTON—One thing y ou can expect to 
come out of the crisis in the Kremlin is a visit 
b y Eisenhower's old wartime friend. Marshal 
Zhukov, to Washington. 


It has b een known that the President has 
b een talking for some time ab out inviting M ar­ 
shal Zhukov to the United States. 
He felt that 
the former Russian commander in Berlin was 
s man who would understand straight-from-the- 
shoulder old soldier talk.

Sen. Estes Kefauver has asxed the Federal 
Power Commission to investigate the manner 
in which pub lic utilities used the money they 
saved through q uickie tax write-offs.

ihe purpose of the q uickie tax write-off is to 
give a company more money in time of war 
or em ergency for expansion not needed in times 
of peace. 
The idea was worked out when tne 
Packard Motor Co., a y ear b efore Peari Harb or, 
refused to expand its plant to make airplane 
motors b ecause it argued it wouldn’t need the 
plant after the war. So the government agreed 
to write-off the cost of the plant in five y ears; 
thus i ackard would not b e pay ing taxes on an 
empty , unused plant after the war was over. 
However, the power commission report sent to 
Keiauver shows that the utilities have b een using 
this tax saving to declare dividends. 
In fact, 
EBASCO, the b ig utility managem ent concern, 
has b een advising clients to do this. 
I his means that American taxpay ers, through 
the much-ab used fast tax write-off, are pay ing 
part of utilities' dividends to stockholders. 
Or 
to put it another way , if y our neighb or up the 
street ha.-, invested in utility stocks, he will b e 
getting dividends from the money y ou pay in

Rocky Mountain spotted fever is 
b y no means confined to the Rocky 
Mountain states. It is a disease 
caused b y a tiny living organism 
known as a Rickettsia.

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There is one rather unhappy aspect to our 
effort in the disarm am ent talks in London.

cause death. It usually b egins 
denly with headache, chills 
aches and pains, together with the 
rapid onset of fever. Within ab out 
two to four day s, the ty pical rash 
generally appears. First, it usually 
affects the wrists and ankles and 
later spreads to the rest of the 
b ody surface. 
In addition to these clinical sy mp­ 
toms there are some diagnostic 
lab oratory tests which are useful, 
though none y et devised is perfect. 
Nevertheless, sy mptoms should b e 
suspected and diagnosis made as 
earl} 
as possib le b ecause treat­ 
ment with some of the antib iotics, 
especially if b egun early , is ex 
ceedingly useful. 
How does one acq uire this some­ 
times dangerous disease? The or­ 
ganism lives in wood ticks and 
dog ticks, though only a small pro­ 
portion of these appear to b e in­ 
fected. However, during the tick 
season any person who might b e 
exposed should search his b ody 
carefully for ticks b efore they b e­ 
come attached. 
In children’ this 
search should b e done b y the par 
ents with special emphasis on the 
scalp, which is often overlooked. 
There is another item of pre­ 
vention which is important. Some­ 
times the disease can b e acq uired 
without the actual b ite of the tick, 
b ut b y removing an infected tick 
from a dog with b are fingers. This 
procedure should, of course, 
be 
done b y some other method. 
For those in areas where the 
disease is prevalent and during 
the tick season, the q uestion of 
vaccination 
must 
b e considered. 
There is a vaccine against Rocky 
Mountain -potted fever, b ut it must 
b e given once a y ear in order to 
remain effective 
Therefore, it 
is 
not entirely practical for the aver­ 
age person.
